If that fs so he 
has an awful lot to answer for 
in fhe modern theatre. 

You all know _ that history 
repents itself, so it is interest- 
ing to note that the mimes, 
that fs the dumb actors, becam?

EEP down in its littie mind 

the infant is making. its 
unconscious protest against 
the drabness of life in later 
yenrs, when we all begin slow- 
ly to die from creeping com- 
mon sense.

"T’S a bad thing, we are 
told, to mix one’s 
drinks, A salutary piece 

of advice, no doubt, around 
Christmas and other fes- 
tive periods. But what’s o 
poor Scotsman to do when 
it’s next to impossible for 
him in these hard times to 
wet the only drink that 
really appeals to him ‘for 
celebration hours, 


“Scotch” is scarce and dear in 
the land of its production. One 
of Scotland’s Christmas pan- 
tomime favourites, the late Will 
Fyffe, used to bring the house 
down after World War I with a 
song that complained about the 
price of food (as he called it)— 
“Twelve-amd-a-tanner a bottle!” 
12/6d. a bottle! The . doucest 
Scot today would be prepared to 
sell his soul for a bottic at that 
price. At thrice 12/6d. almost, 
it's still! a rationed commodity 
five years after World War II; 
and black market prices are 
fantastic. It can be no consola- 
tlon at all, around Christmas 
anyway, that whisky (not whis- 
key, please—that's not Scotch in 
spelling o© taste!) exercises such 
attraction across the Atlantic 
that it's one of Britain's biggest 
‘dollar camers, 


Mixing Drinks 


Taken Mterally or metaphori- 
oally, this question of mixing 
drinks affects the Scot in varied 
ways. His hereditary instincts 
are all against mixing things; be 

* ita matter of drinks, of religion, 
or of politics, He may be will- 
ing enough on occasion, in the 
warmth of fis favourite “local” 
(public drinking’ house) to dis- 
cuss: with.a enony both politics 
and religion. But dare suggest 
‘that these two mix and pretty 
sharply he'll draw attention to 
4he fact that if the Church of 
England timidly suffers associn-

Boxing Day (day after Christ- 
mas) in order to have two days’ 
holiday. Boxing Day, forsooth 
—ind the Sassonach has the 
rerve to point the finger of scorn 
at oe “Caledonia, stern and 
wild!" ‘i 


The Scots celebration of 
Chnistmas, in fact, [s much more 
akin to that of France and other 
Euro countries, The em- 
phasis there on recognition of 
Christmas Day, as Nativity Day 
is increasingly reflected in Scot- 
land mowadays by the attend- 
ances, both on Christmas Eve 
and on Christmas Day itself, at 
church services. 


Ghost Of Knox 


Not that we suggest. the 
Englishman does not attend 
Christmas religious services. He 
aocs sw, be it agreed, in greater 
numbers than his {cllow Briton 
north of the Tweed. But the 
average Scot, with the ghost of 
Knox hovering around him, re-

So they are sending 
their boys 'to secondary schools 
where they get a very good 
education and wil mix with 
all sorts and conditions of other 
people.

De those plain walls look just 
too plain now that company 
fs coming during the holiaay 
season? Is there somcone in the 
family with a talent for paint:ny, 
not a Rembrandt, you under-~ 
stand, but just someone who Is 
handy enough to do a little ple- 
ture-decorating. If so, then give 
a thought to stenc'lling distinc- 
tive deslgns on those plain walls 
and really dress up your rooms 
at a minimum of expense.

Ready-made . stencils are 
available, but for really in- 
dividual effects, one must cut 
one’s own, using the specially 
treated stenctl paper that is 
available at most art supply 
stores.

Equipment includes one of 
those knives that holds a razor 
blade or one with a very sharp 
blade, also a fairly stiff brush 
for applying the paint, -An oil- 
base, one-coat palnt is necessary 
to keep the colour underncath 
from showing through th> de- 
sign. For successful results, the 
paint should: be picked up 
sparingly, the brush wiped out

world, The Essential Uncle 
Remus, is a book which, in 
one form or another, adults 
have for generations been 
giving to (and borrowing 
from) their children.

This opinion is supported 
by the principal of a firm 
handling more than a quar- 
ter of the country’s football 
insurance business. — It ‘is 
not, he tells me, an increase 
in the -mumber of claims 
made by individual clubs, 
but an increase in the num- 
per of clubs who are claim- 

ng. 


Medical opinion suggests that 
bones are breaking morc casily 
these days, and many clubs 
make the surprising assertion 
that players recover from injury 
more slowly. 


My informant feels there is a 
tendency for players to may 
away from work with, say, a 
bad ‘ankle, because of the mo- 
dern fashion to insure, and be- 
cause they also collect National 
Health insurance. 


Premiums have been increas- 
ed this year from £8 10s. to 
210 for £2 a week beneilt.
